In the great crowd which will assembly 
a t Churchill Downs will be many eager racing fans 
from Ohio, from Indiana, from every place where 
people have learned how much more attractive living 
can be made by exercising their differences of opln 
Ion on horse racing. 
Perhaps the hardness of the limes will kill some 
of the effervescent festivity of the great occasion. 
Perhaps the tout will be a little too anxious; perhaps 
tbe little man who can’t affortl to lose much will 
have scaled down his limit. 
But they all will be 
there, and there will be the same Incomparable elec­

A Catalogue Description 
The effect of inflation on the country and the 
individual is vague. It could not well be otherwise, 
if one happens to believe in Its power. He cannot 
possibly know how Its benefits will be achieved, be­ 
cause he never has seen them. N either in personal 
experience nor In history can be found a concrete 
example of an Inflationary process of the kind which 
shortly will go into operation in the United States. 
But the philosophical citizen will not be distress­ 
ed by lack of evidence. He will look about him, ob­ 
serve the almost universal confidence of his fellow 
men in what Is to be attem pted and adjust himself 
to circumstances by professing belief that It can be 
done. If there is to be inflation, there m ust be cou- 
fideuce In it. 
It is the apparent will of a m ajority 
of the pe<H)le that the experim ent is worth trying. 
W hat, then, is 
inflation expected to do? From tho 
summary of a veteran W ashington correspondent, 
Mark Sullivan, the following effects are borrowed 
and republished. The Mrlter’s Republicanism, one 
can be sure, tempered his enthusiasm . His fairness, 
on the other hand, probably produced as nearly a 
factual list as could be obtained. 
Four steps will be taken, Sullivan believes. When 
the course has been completed there will be pros­ 
perity. After the first step the depression will disap­ 
pear rapidly, although the first step is viewed as a 
primer,” rather than as an integral part of the 
program. 
The first step’s aim is to raise prices, which will 
be attem pted by enlargem ent of credit facilities in 
banks. If this works, the mechanics of currency in 
nation will not be called into play. If it doesn’t work, 
there will be an attem pt to start the creaking ma­ 
chinery of rising prices with one, or more or all of 
the methods of currency m anipulation provided in 
inflation legislation. 
Assuming that prices will be raised by one of the 
instrum ents to be placed at President Roosevelt’s 
command, one considers the next step. Business will 
struggle to its feet again and employment will be 
Increased. 
This phase of reconstruction seems to 
have started already, partly in anilcipaiion of de- 
flatioif, partly as the result of more fundamental 
causes. 
The third step has to do with government. An in­ 
creasing national Income will mean increasing rev­ 
enue. The third step will straighten out governm ent­ 
al finances and provide a surplus for public works, 
which will take up the rest of the unemployment 
slack. The fourth step, of course, leads straight to 
the ultim ate objective—perfect prosperity. President 
Roosevelt's long-range program mus.t be consulted 
for further directions.

FUTILE PROTECTION 
When the Lindbergh kidnaping pulled the heart 
striugs of the nation a little more than a year ago 
120,000,000 Americans joined iu a demand for pro­ 
tection from this peculiarly cruel form of crime 
Laws with more teeth were demanded and enacted. 
Kidnaping was made a capital offense in several 
stdt^s« 
But the kidnaplngs did not cease. 
The stealing 
of M argaret McMath from the Cape Cod school dupli­ 
cates many of tho distressing features of the Lind­ 
bergh crime. 
Finding immediate police action of no 
avail tbe child's parents appeal to the kidnapers to 
deal with them directly and promise any payment 
within their means. As in the Lindbergh case there 
is a pitiful plea from the mother to guard the child’s 
health, to give her the food she is accustomed to, and 
if possible, to supply her with a "puppy or kitten to 
play with.” 
The heart of a kidnaper must be tough, or he 
wouldn’t be a kidnaper. 
But such appeals should 
penetrate the callousness of even a child stealer. 
The hunt continues with the usual disappointments, 
as hopes fall and promising clews lead nowhere.

nation’s sympathy goes to the McMaths, along with 
a disheartening appreciation of tbe apparent Ineffec­ 
tiveness of the many laws against kidnaping.—Cleve­ 
land Plain Dealer.

ILICOSIS” is a disease of the 
I lungs produced by breathing 
dust which contains a high 
percentage of silica. It has always 
been a common disease among mi­ 
ners who 
are 
exposed to stone 
dust. 
At one time it was particu­ 
larly common in the mines of South 
Africa, Australia, Canada and the 
United States. 
A 
recent report 
of the United 
States public health service makes 
it appear that there is a decrease 
in 
the prevalence of silicosis and 
other occupational diseases. 
The 
decrease can be attributed to the 
laws that have been enacted and 
enforced 
to 
protect 
the worker 
from unnecessary exposure to irri­ 
tating dust and vapors. 
Breathing o f Dust 
Before the disease was properly 
understood, met engaged in labor 
that did them harm . They worked 
on siliceous rock and were exposed 
to the dust of metal mining, coal 
mining, quarrying of sandstone or 
granite, tunneling, excavating, sand 
blasting, stone 
carving, grinding 
and pollshiug. The lungs became 
laden with the IrriU tlng d u st Many 
of the victims 
of 
these employ­ 
ments succumbed to this disease. 
The sufferer from siUctMto is sus­ 
ceptible to infection of the lungs. 
As a rule, tbe afflicted individual 
contracts pneumonia and, because 
of his lowered resistance, tuberco- 
sto may result. 
Wo rking Co nditio ns Impro v ed 
I am glad to say that much has 
been done to reduce the prenlence 
of thto ailment. Tbe conditions of 
all mines have been imivoTSd. They 


are now equipped with ventilation 
systems, safety lamps, and devices 
that detect poisonous gases and In­ 
creased amounts of dust. Dust to 
prevented by w et drilling and oth­ 
er “wet mining methods,” such as 
sprays and w ater blasts which di­ 
minish the dust after blasting. 
In certain 
work 
where dust is 
more difficult to control, the men 
are protected by the wearing 
of 
masks similar to those used by our 
soldiers during the World war. All 
miners and other persons constant­ 
ly exposed to dust should be ex­ 
amined before employment. 
Men 
who have weak lungs and a ten­ 
dency towards tuberculosis, should 
not be perm itted to engage in this 
work. They may do other things 
with safety, but mining will be fa­ 
tal to them. 
The Symptoms 
Persons who are exposed to ex­ 
cessive amounts 
of 
dust over a 
long period of tim e suffer from a 
condition called “pneumokontosis.’ 
It tbe dust is coal dusL the condi 
tion Is known as 
“anthracosis.” 
These two conditions are sim ilar 
to silicosis and can be prevented 
by proper precautions.

should avoid exposure to irritating

taken by his father, the late 
Alfred Shone, an enterprising 
am ateur photographer, was discov­ 
ered in his effects recently by F.

IRE are yet evidences of this 
old g ls u plant in the vicinity 
just about its form er site. The 
base of the kiln from which tow­ 
ered the high chimney from It and 
which stood so long thereafter is 
yet visible- This old kiln and the 
lower sections of its wide chimney 
were long used by mem bers of the 
traveling fraternity known as ho­ 
boes. In every city and community

The several fire openings of the 
chimney were made for p la c e s « ^ 
which these men conld find a 
ing place.

ployed there. 
Additional merchant mills and open 
hearth furnaces have been placed on the schedule 
at the Pittsburgh Crucible Steel company’s plant, 
while there baa been a pickup at the Treadwell Con­ 
struction company and Midland Barge works. 
Presa dispatches today reported tin mills of the 
Follansbee Brothers at Follansbee, W. Va., and To­ 
ronto, O., would begin IOO per cent operation Mon­ 
day, while the Steubenville plant of the Weirton 
Steel company will reopen for a part-time schedule. 
Across the river at Weirton, the big ateel mills are 
running to capacity, it is announced, while the To­ 
ronto Fire Clay company, on the Ohio side, will re­ 
sume operations on May 20, providing jobs for <0 
men. East of Toronto, at Stratton, the paving brick 
plants are showing increased activity. 
Encouraging reports also come from the Youngs­ 
town mill district and ateel centers in Pennsylvania, 
due to increased orders from automobile manufac­ 
turers and other concerns.

There’s something more than the fleeting substance 
of entertainment In a spectacle which can draw 
thousands of people together for a brief interval 
while thorough bred horse# race around an o\al 
track. ' Writers have been trying for years to de­ 
fine it. some of thorn with good success. 
But the 
best definition is the one that is printed indelibly on 
the mind of tho man or woman who really enjoys 
horse racing. 
Th# thrill they existence can never 
be explained in words. 
It Is Derby day in Kentucky again, and the state’s 
numerous neighbors are sharing in the pleasant anti­ 
cipation. 
In the great crowd which will assembly 
at Churchill Downs will be many eager racing fans 
from Ohio, from Indiana, from every place where 
p4K>ple have learned bow much more attractive living 
can be made by exercising their differences of opin­ 
ion ou horse racing. 
Perhaps the hardness of the times will kill some 
of the effervescent festivity of the great occasion. 
Perhaps the tout will be a little too anxious; perhaps 
the little man who can’t afford to lose much will 
have scaled down his limit. 
But they ail will be 
there, and there will be the same incomparable elec­ 
tric thrill in their nerves they always have felt at 
the sight of the first horse into the home stretch.

moded by newer forms of transportation and that 
they must go tho way of all other obsolete institu­ 
tions. 
Last, it meets tho objections of critics who have 
charged that the federal government, in trying to 
prevent the financial collapse of some railroads, has 
been pouring sand into a rat-hole. If railroads “still 
constitute the main arteries of commerce in the 
United States,’’ they still are good investments. 
Other institutions which have depended on this fact 
in tying up great funds of the People’s wealth in rail­ 
road securities are dependent on the government’s 
attitude iu the next generation. 
The Roosevelt program, analyzed roughly, pro- 
poses to do two tilings for railroads. First, aud most 
easily to comprehend, there would be appointed a co­ 
ordinator who w.iqld give railroads advantage of the 
same central authority which is being practiced over 
the affairs of the federal government. 
Ile would 
provide the railroads with the single viewpoint of 
their common destiny they have lacked during th* 
era of development—a process so robust and unre­ 
strained in some of its passages that it is conven­ 
ient to forget it in the present era of dependency. 
8eoond, the national administration would do for 
railroads what it may do for business in general, it 
would lighten certain restrictions which have been 
judged necessary — restriction# which prevented 
shrewd management from utilizing a public utility 
to take undue profits from the public. 
Obviously. 
since the opportunity of taking undue profits has been 
destroyed by a general decline In patronage, there is 
no danger implied in the proposal. 
This, in outline, is the newest program to do some­ 
thing for railroads. 
Because it promises direction 
Instead of further restriction and because it is pre­ 
sented aa a solution to a condition so grave that 
railroad management has been forced to abandon Its 
uncompromising positions, it seems to offer more than 
its many predecessor# which have ben tried with­ 
out success. 
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A Catalogue Description 
The effect of Inflation on the country and the 
Individual is vague. It could not well be otherwise, 
if one happens to believe in its power. He cannot 
possibly know how its benefits will be achieved, be­ 
cause be never has seen them. Neither in personal 
experience nor in history can be found a concrete 
example of an inflationary process of the kind which 
shortly will go into operation in tho United State#. 
But the philosophical citizen will not be distress 
ed by lack of evidence. He will look about him, ob­ 
serve the almost universal confidence of his fellow­ 
men in what is to be attempted and adjust himself 
to circumstances by professing belief that it can be 
done. If there is to be Inflation, there must be con­ 
fidence in it. It is the apparent will of a majority 
of the people that the experiment is worth trying. 
What, then, is inflation expected to do? From tho 
summary of a veteran Washington correspondent, 
Mark Sullivan, the following effects are borrowed 
and republished. The writer’s Republicanism, one 
can be sure, tempered bis enthusiasm. His fairness, 
on the other hand, probably produced as nearly a 
factual list as could be obtained. 
Four steps will be taken, Sullivan believes. When 
the course has been completed there will be pros­ 
perity. After the first step the depression will disap­ 
pear rapidly, although the first step la viewed as a 
“primer,H rather than as an integral part of the 
program. 
The first step's aim is to raise prices, which will 
be attempted by enlargement of credit facilities in 
banks. If this works, the mechanics of currency in 
nation will not be called into play. If it doesn't work, 
there will be an attempt to start the creaking ma­ 
chinery of rising prices with one, or more or all of 
the methods of currency manipulation provided in 
inflation legislation.

When the Lindbergh kidnaping pulled the heart 
strings of the nation a little more than a year ago 
120,000,000 Americans joined in a demand for pro­ 
tection from this peculiarly cruel form of crime 
Laws with more teeth were demanded and enacted. 
Kidnaping was made a capital offense in several 
states. 
Bu*, the kidnaplngs did not cease. 
Tits stealing 
of Margaret McMath from the Cape Cod school dupli­ 
cates many of tho distressing features of the Lind­ 
bergh crime. Finding Immediate police action of no 
avail the child’s parents appeal to the kidnapers to 
deal with them directly and promise any payment 
within their means. As in the Lindbergh case there 
is a pitiful plea from the mother to guard the child's 
health, to give ber the food she is accustomed to, and 
if possible, to supply her with a "puppy or kitten to 
play with.” 
The heart of a kidnaper must be tough, or he 
wouldn’t be a kidnaper. 
But such appeals should 
penetrate the callousness of even a child stealer. 
The hunt continues with the usual disappointments, 
as hopes fail and promising clews lead nowhere. A 
nation’s sympathy goes to the McMaths, along with 
a disheartening appreciation of the apparent ineffec­ 
tiveness of the many laws against kidnaping.—Cleve­ 
land Plain Dealer.

Twenty-six of the 48 persons who have held the 
office of governor of Ohio 
have 
had two given 
names in their signatures. Twenty-one have had but 
one, intending Governor George White. Others were 
Edward Tiffin, Thomas K lrter. Samuel Huntington, 
Othniel Looker, Thomas Worthington. Allen Trim 
hie, Jeremiah Morrow, Duncan 
McArthur, Robert 
Lucas, Joseph Vance, Wilson Shannon. Thomas Cor 
win, Mordecai Bartley, William Bebb, Seabury Ford, 
Benben Wood, William Madill, William Dennison, 
David Todd, John Brough, Charles Anderson, WU 
Bam Allen, Charles Foster, G*orge Hoadly, WilUam 
McKinley, Judson Harmon and Vie Donabey, who 
dropped the “a’* from his name before he became 
governor. Th* most remarkable given name was 
that of the fourth governor, Meigs—return Jonathan, 
which suggests Ilia New England origin.

SILICOSIS” is a disease of the 
J lungs produced by breathing 
dust which contains a high 
percentage of silica. It has always 
been a common disease among mi­ 
ners who 
are 
exposed to stone 
dust. At one time it was particu­ 
larly common in the mines of South 
Africa, Australia, Canada and the 
United States. 
A recent report of the United 
States public health service makes 
it appear that there is a decrease 
in the prevalence of silicosis and 
other occupational diseases. 
The 
decrease can be attributed to tbe 
laws that have been enacted and 
enforced 
to protect the worker 
from unnecessary exposure to irri­ 
tating dust and vapors. 
Breathing of Dust 
Before the disease was properly 
understood, men engaged in labor 
that did them harm. They worked 
on siliceous rock and were exposed 
to the dust of metal mining, coal 
mining, quarrying of sandstone or 
granite, tunneling, excavating, sand 
blasting, stone 
carving, grinding 
and polishing. Tbe lungs became 
laden with the irritating dust Many 
of the victims 
of 
these employ­ 
ments succumbed to this disease. 
The sufferer from siUcosis is sus­ 
ceptible to infection of the lungs. 
As a rule, the afflicted individual 
contract* pneumonia and, because 
of his lowered resistance, tubercu- 
sis may result. 
Working Conditions Improved 
I am glad to say that much has 
been done to reduce the prevalence 
of this ailment. The conditions of 
all mines have been improved. They 


are now equipped with ventilation 
systems, safety lamps, and devices 
that detect poisonous gases and in­ 
creased amounts of dust. Dust is 
prevented by wet drilling and oth 
er "wet mining methods,’’ such as 
sprays and water blasts which di 
miuish the dust after blasting. 
In certain work 
where dust is 
more difficult to control, the men 
are protected by tbs wearing 
of 
masks similar to those used by our 
soldiers during the World war. AU 
miners and other persons constant­ 
ly exposed to dust should be ex­ 
amined before employment. 
Men 
who have weak lungs and a ten­ 
dency towards tuberculosis, should 
not be permitted to engage in this 
work. They may do other things 
with safety, but mining will be fa 
tai to them. 
Th* Symptoms 
Persons who are exposed to ex 
cessive amounts 
of 
dust over a 
long period of time suffer from a 
condition called “pneumokoniosis.’’ 
If the dust Is coal dust, the cond! 
tlon is known as 
“anthracosis.” 
These two conditions are similar 
to silicosis and can be prevented 
by proper precautions. 
Sufferers 
from 
this 
disease 
should avoid exposure to irritating 
dust. It Is advisable to change oc­ 
cupation at once. 
The early symptoms of siUcosis 
closely reeemble those of tubercu­ 
losis. There is a persistent cough, 
loss of vitality, loss la weight and 
repeated attacks 
of 
colds, with 
pneumonia in some cases. 
This 
trouble leads to a steady loss of 
health.

This old kiln and the 
lower section* of its wide chimney 
were long used by members of the 
traveling fraternity known as ho­ 
boes. In every city and community 
these knights of 
the 
road have 
points in which they assemble to 
pass the nights or remain during 
inclement weather. 
The several fire openings of the 
chimney were made for p la ce s* ^ 
which these men could find a 
ing place. Within it was a wider 
chamber. Here an inestimable num­ 
ber of persons throughout the years 
passed nocturnal hours. 
About it 
were cooked many a savory mess 
from cans that were gathered for 
this purpose. 
During daylight hours the place 
was at times the assembling place 
of those given to playing various 
games of chance or for sleeping off 
the effects of too much drink. The

By GENE SARAZEN 
World Golf Champion 
(As Told To Alan Gould) 
fla my previous stprles I hav< 
discussed in a general way the es­ 
sentials to getting off to a good 
playing start in the spring. I want 
to emphasize and detail in this ar­ 
ticle the Importance of the grip in 
every golfer’s game. 
Let me say first there has never 
been a great golfer who did not 
have a fine grip. It does not mat­ 
ter, whether it is the Inter-locking 
or the over-lapping grip; the fun­ 
damentals are the same. 
I will wager I can take any 
eight-year boy, teach him the prop­ 
er way to grip a club, and turn 
him loose to be a good player with­ 
out any further instruction. 
The 
swing, the stance and everything 
else depend on the grip. 
Keep Knuckles In Sight 
The essentials to the proper grip 
are concentrated in the left hand. 
The left hand should grip every 
club so that all four knuckles can 
be seen easily. 
It should be kept 
in the same spot. 
It should be 
firm but not tense. 
The Important thing, let me re­ 
peat, is to keep it turned over, 
knuckles up. 
I attribute my Improved golf oí 
the last two years to better knowl­ 
edge and application of the use of 
my left hand. I have used special 
evercises to strengthen this hand. 1 
use a “remlnder-grip” to be sure 
my left hand “stays put.” 
Why We Beat England 
I have used over-weight clubs for 
the purpose of strvUgthenlng my 
hands and grip. 
My regular driv 
er weighs 16i ounces but I do not. 
of course, advocate a club as heavy 
as this for the ordinary players. A

By GENE SARAZEN 
WoHd Golf Champion 
(As Told To Alan Gould) 
lh my previous stories I have 
discussed in a general way the es­ 
sentials to getting off to a good 
playing start in the spring. I want 
to emphasize and detail In this ar­ 
ticle the importance of the grip In 
every golfer's game. 
Let me say first there has never 
been a great golfer who did not 
have a fine grip. It does not mat 
ter, whether It Is the inter locking 
or the overlapping grip; the fun­ 
damentals are the same. 
I will wager I can 
take any 
eight-year boy, teach him the prop­ 
er way to grip a club, and turn 
him loose to be a good player with­ 
out any further Instruction. 
The 
swing, the stance and everything 
else depend on the grip. 
Keep Knuckles In Sight 
The essentials to the proper grip 
are concentrated in tho left band. 
The left hand should grip every 
club so that all four knuckles can 
be seen easily. 
It should be kept 
in the same spot. 
It should be 
firm but not tense. 
Tho Important thing, let me re­ 
peat, la to keep it turned over, 
knuckles up. 
I attribute my improved golf of 
the last two years to better knowl­ 
edge and application of the use of 
my left hand. I have used special 
evercises to strengthen this hand. I 
use a "reminder-grip” to be sure 
my left hand ‘‘stays put.” 
Why We Beat England 
I have used overweight clubs for 
the purpose of str.ugthening my 
hands and grip. 
My regular driv­ 
er weighs ISI ounces but I do not. 
of course, advocate a club as heavy 
as this for the ordinary players. A 
14-ounce club, 
with 
the 
proper 
“feel’’ In the shaft, probably U 
best for most golfers. ■ 
England 
and

would 
turn out more top-notch players if 
more attention ware paid to the 
grip.

Closely woven now for 59 years 
with the sport’s most glamorous 
and exciting tradition, it’s the one 
big race of the year, the outcome 
of which is awaited as keenly along 
Broadway as It Is on every Main 
street corner in the United States. 
22 In Race. 
Since 1875 when it was worth 
only $2,850 to the first winner, Ar­ 
istides, and strew 10,000 followers 
of the thoroughbred for what a 
contemporary described as a "week 
of high old sport,” It has become 
a national 
institution. 
Its 
rich 
award, still worth more than $50,- 
OOO to the winner at a time when 
retrenchments have sharply trim­ 
med the value of many other turf 
fixtures, has drawn the entry of 
22 crack three-year-olds from the 
nation’s leading owners and breed 
ing farms. 
Todsy, with many of the leaders 
of state and nation assembled for 
the 59th renewal the derby became

The bill carries out to the fullest 
extent the governor’s plan for pay­ 
ment of the tax by the coupon 
method. 
These coupons would be 
in ditferent sizes, colors and de­ 
nominations to be determ ined by 
the state tax com m ission, which 
would provide for their printing. 
They would be f^old to m erchants 
by the state treasurer or by county 
treasurers, who would be agents of 
the state treasurer. 
The county 
treasurers would be allowed one- 
half of one per cent of their total 
coupon sales for their w-ork In 
connection with adm inistration of 
the law. 
Merchants To Be Licensed. 
The state tax com m ission would 
be given wide pow ers in adm inis­ 
tration of the law. Iu certain cases 
it could provide for the m anufactur­ 
ers to absorb the tax or the mer­ 
chant to repay the tax when more 
convenient for him to do so. 
E v­ 
ery m erchant would have to be li­ 
censed by the county treasurer an­ 
nually at a cost ot $ 1. Only licens­ 
ed vendors would be sold the tax 
coupons. They would be required 
to redeem unused coupons up to |1 
in value when presented by any 
custom er or provide for their re­ 
demption by the state treasurer. 
H ucksters would have to carry 
a supply of coupons for their cus­ 
tom ers and would be required to 
obtain a license (or each vehicle 
operated. Foot peddlers also would 
have to carry a supply of coupons 
and obtain a license. 
Each unit 
of a chain store would have to be 
licensed. Each vendor would have 
to supply him self each month with 
sufficient coupons to care for an 
average month's business. 
Coupon P iar Explained 
The merchant huskster, peddler, 
or whatever sort of licensed ven 
dor he may be, would be required 
to cancel the coupons at the time 
he receives them and keep each 
day’s collection 
separate 
(or one 
year unless authorized by the tax 
commission to destroy them soon­ 
er. 
The tax com m ission, on 
the 
other hand, would have authority 
to require the coupons to be kept 
for a longer period. 
Forgers of the tax coupons or 
persons passing such spurious con 
pons would be subject to one to 
ten years 
imprisonment.

The etate tax commission would 
be given wide powers in adminis­ 
tration of the law. In certain cases 
it could provide for the manufactur­ 
ers to absorb the tax or the mer­ 
chant to repay the tax when more 
convenient for him to do so. 
Ev­ 
ery m erchant would hare to be li­ 
censed by the county treasurer an­ 
nually at a cost of $1. Only licens­ 
ed vendors would be sold the tax 
coupons. They would be required 
to redeem unused coupons up to $1 
in value when presented by any 
custom er or provide for their re­ 
demption by the state treasurer. 
Hucksters would have to carry 
a supply of coupons for their cus­ 
tomers and would be required to 
obtain a license for each vehicle 
operated. Foot peddlers also would 
have to carry a supply of coupons 
and obtain a license. 
Each uuit 
of a chain store would have to be 
licensed. Each vendor would have 
to supply himself each month with 
sufficient coupons to care for an 
average month's business. 
Coupon Plan Explained 
The merchant huskster, peddler, 
or whatever sort of licensed ven 
dor he may be, would be required 
to cancel the coupons at the time 
he receives them and keep each 
day’s collection separate for one 
year unless authorized by the tax 
commission to destroy them soon­ 
er. 
The tax commission, on 
the 
other hand, would have authority 
to require the coupons to be kept 
for a longer period. 
Forgers of the tax coupons or 
persons passing such spurious cou­ 
pons would be subject to one to 
ten years 
imprisonment. 
Operat­ 
ing without a license would subject 
the offender to a fine of $25 to 
$100; persons falling or refusing lo 
collect the tax or rebating or re 
funding It to the custom er would 
be subject to a fine of $25 to $100 
for first offense and for a second
